Domiuguez and Qouzalo De Quesadu ot 
New York, and R. .1. Martim-z. E. M. 
Delgado and J. P. Caucio of Jacksou- 
tille.

Second — That It is the duty of nil lovers 
l)f free Aniuiicau iiisl it ill iuur, tu express 
uynip.il li.v with tin- <)|ipl'esst'il people of 
Culia iiiul their desire In see them tree. 

Third Tlial weiirxe upon the le(^i>la- 
t lire of Ihr.-iliite ot I' loi ida llie duty to 
foriiiall.v, l>y le.-ioiiiiioii, expresb the sym- 
pathy ol the whoh' people of Florida With 
the movement to free Ciiha. 

Fourth — That we iir^e upon our federal 
governnn'iit the duty of proniptlv recog- 
nlziug lis hell igerenis the Ciihitii pituiots 
and of dol nf{ all in its jxiwer to proctiro 
the rei ogiiit loll hy ihe .'^piiulsli govern 
meut of the fn'cdom of tlie Island of Ciihti

citizeutt who sympathi/.e with Ciihan 
patriot M to make known their Kymputhles. 
in order that their moral Hupport may be 
given to a good cause.

REBELLION IN COLOMBIA. 

UetMlU Hf the I.H«t llattl« Foufhl on 

.'March in. 

CoLo.x, March 2i.— Special cor re 
spondeuoe ot the Asaooiated Press.— Tho 
following are the details of the battle 
fought on March 1 .5, in the dep.irtment 

of Hantauder, and which, a<;corcling to 
the iftlciiil reports, is said to have ter- 
minated the r^beUkm in the rapnUio ot 

( lolomhia: 

"Manh.anvck, Marcli 2,'.- From V'-h. 
;?:>. on which date our forces starred 
from Porto Nacional, np to tlie I'.ti) 
inst.. the ilate on which the battle at 
Fnciso tooii. place, they had to :. :;ic|i 
on foot and half naked, about 300 nide- 
throu;rh the inountaiiis, the temperatan 
beiny; so low that our .soldiers could 
scarcel.^' endure its .severity. ('onse 
(juenily. with rille iu hand, and with 
thor.uliis ol" our country uppermost, 
many ol' our men l)ieailied tlieir last 
i>reatli. < )f the :;.()00 .soldier- who start 
ed 1:-oin Fortu Naciunal, only l,.")0() ar- 
rived at iMicisi). rlie mi.ssing ones haviuK 
ahiiirloiied their arni'' r.iul aiiimuiiitiou 

"The ichels had men in jioiidiio- 

sitions, and (Jeneral Heycs, the com- 
imiuiier of the govoriinu'Ut fo' ccs. 
kuowiiig that they wouhl shortly hv m- 
inforced by 2,000 meu, detenuiued to 
attack them before the reiufon cine it'* 
arrived. Conaeqnoutly he optMied tin 
upon the onemy at 3 a. m.. on .March 
15, ajid by 7 oVJocik the !;overnnient 
tr«»p« had takeu t.i;e eueniy's position 
anil iuiuiediaiely afterward cupinred 
the town of Knuiso. The rebels stoi-led 
toward the mountains, and from am- 
bush caused terrible havoc among oiu 
forces. By 3 o'clock in the afternoon, 
after a deimetate struggle on both sides, 
the revolntioniata were completely 
routed. 

'■Among the dead were Colonel Vieoo 
auu Regulo Gonna Herreroa and the 
brave Captain Ordonez, as well aa about 
300 soldiers, and 400 wounded. The 
enemy's loss was heavier, and they had 
a liu-ge iiunibtir of wounded. General 
Reyes says thut after the battle only 800 
of his troops remained. The enemy 
was well unned with rifles. 

"When the battle was over (leneral 
(TUttierez aiipearcd with :.'.(M)0 men. aud 
thre.itened an attack ou tli<' goveriimen) 
forces. tiiMieral Reye'< look \\\) a jiosi 
tion and awaited the 011- ,iii:,'lii , hut in 
the iiicantiiue (;eiie,al .Matcii's forces 
ai>peaied, an I (.'OMipcHed the rebels to 
surrendei', as communicated to me hv 
the minister of war. 

"Undoubtedly this triumph has se- 
cQied the peace of the republio."

— News has 
just iH'eu brought here of a fatal affray 
which (Hcurrcd on (»iH)>e Creek. Cl.iv 
county, l>etween .loliii Morgan, who is 
jailor of the county, and the two Aslior 
brothers. Matt Aslier had eidisted lu 
the regular army, hut ile.serted and ru 
turned to his old home. .\ reward for 
his ap(irelieiisioii li.id Iweii otVered, aud 
Morgan uiiilertook to make the arrest. 
He went to the home of Caleb Asher, 
where the dcserti'r was staving, and in 
trying f.o make the arrest ISIurgau was 
attacked by the Asher men and cut st, 
badly that he died. The Asliers had 
not beM aUreMiA aoootdttg ta till tetert 
news. . 

Admit* Hto Oollt. 

P.vitis. April .5. — Thomas O'Brien, the 
man who shot Waddoll on March 27, 
admits that he is Thomas O' Urieu, the 
hii;ico steerer, who was arrested in Lon- 
don nearly three years ago on a renuisi- 
tiou from the I'nited States aiitl ex- 
tradited to that country, but who after- 
ward escajied. T'he examining magis- 
trate has adjourned the imiuiry until 
the condition <d' Waddell is decidod. 
Later iu the day it was aiiuouiuu>d that 
Kecii Waddell, U'tirieu s victim, was 

dead. 

Death of Cbarlaii E. WUIUnu. 

Nkwhitkih, N. Y., April 6.— Charles 
B. Williams, president of the Beveridge 
Brewing coiupiuiy, died in this city last 
night, aged (H5 yeara. In early life 
Charles b. Williams was engaged in 
business in Portland, Or., and later ou 
in ( )lyiiil)ia. Wash. He had been presi- 
dent of the Newhurgh hoard of trade, 
v as trustee of the First I'resbyteriau

uuiiiber of charitable organizations. A 
widew and three children amrvive him.
